The Cincinnati Southern. 
From the Cincinnati Sun. 
Colonel D. W. MeClung, whe is chairman of 


the special committee of the board of trade on 


the change of gauge of the Southern railroad, 
bas reinforced the report of that committee, 
which was in favor of the proposed change 
from the present gauge of five feet tothe stand- 
ard of four feet eight and a half inches, by 
preparing a map showing the various lines of 
railroads east, west, and south that act as 
feeders to the Southern road, delineating there- 
on the gauge of each of these roads, whether 
broad, narrow or standard. A cursory glance 
at the sketch shows that the chanje demand- 
ed by the lessees is absolutely imperative. 
West of the Mississippi, with two or 
three exceptions, the vast network of railroads, 
aggregating over 25,000 miles, is entirely 
equipped with the standard gauge, the only 
exceptions being the Memphis and Little Rock 
road, which is broad gauge, and the following 
comparatively local lines, which are three feet 
gauge—to-wit: The Texas and Mexican from 
Corpus Christi to Laredo; the H. KE. and T. W. 
from Houston to Nacogdoches; the Gatesville 
branch of the T. and St. L., and about three 
hundred miles of short reads in: Arkansas, 
making in all less than 800 miles, or about 
three per cent of the whole. 

East of the Mississippi and south of the 
Alleghany mountgins the roads in the distinc- 
tively southern states, more especially those 
built prior to 1860, are broad gauge—more, 
however, from necessity through lack of the 
necessary means to change the gauge than 
anything else. 

The majority of the roada in Virginia, West 
Virginia, North Carolina, and more than half 
of those in Kentucky are standard. South 
and east of those states the roads all run on 
the broad gauge. The Louisville and Nash- 
ville road, the main ee of the Erlan- 
ger, or Cincinnati Southern system, will 
change their gauge in a few months, end it is 
considered a mere question of time wheu every 
southern road will be compelled by force of 
circumstances to adopt the standard width, 
which in all other portions of the country is 
universal.
